n case you haven’t heard, the 
CDC released a report recently 
authored by more than a dozen 
medical doctors, PhD researchers 
and, of course, a handful of lawyers.

Unpacking the

nless your head is deep in the 
sand, you know it’s a bill before 
Congress. A BIG one. But do 


you know what this much-mentioned-but- 
rarely-defined H.R.1 bill says? 

Here’s what I learned after some 
digging. Currently, states and their 
citizens determine the qualifications and 
eligibility of voters, secure the accuracy 
of voter registration rolls, oversee the 
integrity and fairness of elections, and 
freely participate in the political process. 

H.R.1 will change that. It will take 
control of the voting process away from 
the states, as defined by the U.S. 
Constitution, and give it to the federal 
government. 

In addition, if that’s not enough, it will 
impose mandatory automatic registration 
of ALL individuals in America. Note, 
H.R.1 does not say “citizens,” but rather 
anyone in the United States. The bill will 
make it lawful for criminals to vote. It 
will make it lawful for underage 
individuals to vote. Anyone votes. 
Everyone votes. I can’t see that becoming 
a problem, can you? 

H.R.1 will remove current registration 
ID laws, making it easier to vote 
fraudulently. It will also promote chaos at 
the polls through same-day registration, 
leaving election officials little to no time 
to verify the accuracy of a voter’s 
registration or eligibility. 

H.R.1 will also remove the current laws 
around campaign finance and give not 
just a wide birth, but free reign to what is 
commonly and rightfully considered 
corruption.

If you voted at the Milton Library 
precinct January 5, 2021, or for early 
voting in 2020, there is a high probability 
that your vote did not count. 

Let that sink in. 

I was a poll watcher at this precinct 
during early voting. I also observed the 
January 19 Fulton County Registration 
and Elections Board special session 
meeting (still available on YouTube).

During this 25-minute session, 
Elections Director Richard Barron 
confirmed that more than 2,000 votes 
were not tabulated due to a glitch in the 
Dominion machines. Four compact-flash 
drives left behind overnight in the 
scanners and picked up the next day 
(which is a felony) showed only ballot 
images. No results were uploaded to the 
final count. 

After recertification, there was still a 
discrepancy of 660 votes. Yes, that is 
660 votes that were not counted! Those 
were our votes! And the last I recall, in 
America EVERY vote counts, regardless 
of who cast it or for whom it was cast. 

Despite knowing these votes were not 
counted, Barron certified the results. He 
did not bother to notify those voters. 

Let that sink in as well. 

We often hear the complaint, “voter 
suppression,” thrown around in talking 
points and diatribes. Well, this time it is 
fact: If you voted at the Milton Library 
precinct, your vote was suppressed. You 
are the victim of voter suppression. 

What can you do? Do what I did, file a 
complaint with the Georgia Secretary of 
State. Let him know what you think. He 
works for you. Call the Fulton County 
Elections office at 404-656-2871, or go 
to the the web site and register a 
complaint: www.sos.ga.gov (go to the 
Elections tab, and choose Quick Links:

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Election “Irregularities,” Really?

I heard the stories. I saw the videos, I 
read the reports. And I was still confused. 
How about you? 

So I did some research of my own. You 
may be shocked to read what I found. 
Hang on tight. 

A week after the November 2020 
election, Secretary of State Brad 
Raffensperger told the media that there 
was no widespread fraud. The media 
embraced that statement. But I had to 
ask, how would he know, when he never 
investigated any of the hundreds of 
allegations of election irregularities, all 
supported by signed affidavits? (That s a 
fancy word for agreeing to be prosecvted 
if you lied.) 

That’s right, signed affidavits and n> 
investigations ... at all. And remember, 
Joe Biden won Georgia by a mere 11, 769 
votes. 


Did You Know? 

One veteran Fulton County precinct 
manager reported receiving batches o` 
what she called “pristine” absentee 
ballots. Why is that a problem? Absentee 
ballots are folded in envelopes and 
mailed. That’s how they arrive. These 
ballots showed no folds, no bends or any 
evidence at all that they had ever been 
inside an envelope. And the voting marks 
on the ballots seemed oddly uniform, 
exactly the same every time. The ballot 
paper itself had a different texture than 
the usual absentee ballots. And — the 
clincher — these batches of ballots were 
100 percent cast for Joe Biden. 

Sorry, I don’t believe in luck or 
coincidence. 

Another veteran Fulton County precinct 
manager reported that she was missing 
400 blank absentee ballots from her 
precinct. (Each precinct is normally 
supplied with batches of blank absentee 
ballots in case they are needed on 
election day.) These ballots would ha ve 
been unmarked, unfolded and otherw ise 

.. you guessed it, pristine. 

A neighboring precinct also reporte d 
missing its allotment of absentee ballots. 
Curious. 

A trained poll tech working in the State 
Farm Arena elections warehouse the 
week prior to the November election 
reported seeing widespread improper 
handling of early voting ballots. It seems 
that the regular, trained warehouse staff 
had been quarantined due to virus 
exposure and replaced by workers from a 
temp agency. What? 

One of those temp agency workers was 
interviewed by NPR and claimed she had 
received no training and had no idea what 
she was doing. Interestingly, her role was 
testing, setting up and delivering voting 
equipment to 255 precincts. She was also 
in charge of the more than 40,000 ba llots 
cast at State Farm Arena. The NPR 


reporter praised the temp worker’s 
resiliency in the face of such daunting 


circumstances. pa

Also interesting, I learned that Fulton 
County had available many trained, 
experienced managers, assistant 
managers and poll clerks whose help was 
offered by the Secretary of State when 
the quarantine took out the warehouse 
staff. Fulton County, led by Elections 
Director Richard Barron, declined the 
offer and hired temp workers. 

The same poll tech mentioned 
previously also witnessed a Dominion 
Systems employee and a consultant 
printing ballots late in the evening of 
November 1, 2020. Printing ballots? 
Can they just do that? The poll tech 
stated that virtually anyone in the 
warehouse had access to the equipment to 
print ballots. I had no idea that was even 
possible. Did you? 

Incidentally, the precinct managers I 
told you about were both fired by Barron 
after testifying before a Georgia Senate 
hearing as to what they saw. The 
Secretary of State publicly condemned 
the firings, but Barron justified his 
actions by claiming both managers were 
already under investigation for unnamed 
misconduct. He never clarified or 
substantiated that claim. 

Speaking of Richard Barron, he was 
later fired in a bipartisan vote by the 
Fulton County Board of Registrations 
and Elections (his bosses). Citing 
irregularities and problems in the fall 
election, as well as the summer primary, 
Democrat board member Vernetta Keith 
Nuriddin said she believed Barron was 
responsible and Fulton County Elections 
needed new leadership. 

Fulton County Commissioners, 
however, then voted along party lines to 
overturn Barron’s firing, claiming 
authority over the Elections Board. No 
other Georgia county’s commissioners 
have that authority, so the State Attorney 
General is investigating the legality of 
that claim. Again, irregularities. 


Here’s Another, Did-You-Know? 
Each voting precinct in Fulton County 
has an absentee clerk whose job it is to 
verify a voter’s right to vote on election 
day if that person had previously 
requested an absentee ballot but later 
decided to vote in person, You can see 
the quandary, I’m sure. We don’t want 
anyone voting twice, now do we? So it’s 
fine, but someone has to check it out. 
Funny thing is, the absentee clerks that 
Fulton County assigned to each precinct 


to check that important and sensitive 
information were ACLU lawyers. Yes, 
the ACLU. That ACLU. The American 
Civil Liberties Union. So these partisan 
lawyers had access to personal voter 
information (it’s called ElectioNet) for 
anyone who requested an absentee ballot. 
Some of them used their own, personal 
computers. How is this OK? 

These lawyers/clerks were given 
special training by the ACLU but were 
not trained to collect affidavits when 
clearing voters (clearing allows a person 
to vote by determining that the requested 
absentee ballot had not already been 
cast). And without an affidavit, a voter 
could be cleared to vote in person on a 
voting machine, and then walk out and 
drop off their absentee ballot in a drop 
box. No affidavit, no legal recourse. One 
voter, two votes. 

My research continued. I found in the 
Secretary of State Audit Report a batch 
of 950 Fulton County military absentee 
ballots that were all cast for Joe Biden. 
Yes, 100 percent of them. I found 
numerous other batches of ballots that 
were 97—100 percent cast for Biden. 

Seriously, what are the real odds?

This is just some of what I found. 
Fulton County’s election system is utterly 
flawed. Yet, Fulton County 
Commissioner Rob Pitts called the 
November 2020 election and January 
2021 runoff both an “A-Plus.” Secretary 
of State Brad Raffensperger boldly stated 
there was “no fraud.” Media and social 
media echoed. Done deal. 

My research tells me otherwise. But 
what do I do with that? By speaking out, 
will I be canceled, my accounts shut 
down, or worse, fired? Consequences 
are real. 

I’ve seen whistleblowers slandered and 
fired. I’ve seen social media accounts 
shut down. I’ve seen senators who held 
election integrity hearings kicked off 
their committees in retribution.

Legislation proposed to secure our 
flawed election process are deemed

decide soon, because without free and 
fair elections, we no longer live in a

It feels like people have been wearing 
masks forever, and 2019 life is a distant 
memory. We recently passed the one- 
year mark since the first confirmed 
COVID-19 death in Georgia. The death 
ticker is still running on the Georgia 
Department of Public Health web site, if 
you like to keep track. With a constant 
reminder of the death toll, who wouldn’t 
want to wear a mask and do their part for 
the sake of unity and getting back to 
normal? 

I tried wearing the mask for a while. I 
would scold my family for not wearing a 
mask in public. It was supposed to be 
temporary: 10 days to “flatten the curve.” 

I remember scouring the Internet for 


masks in the beginning when demand and 


costs were high. Etsy craft sellers could 
not produce masks fast enough. My first 
mask looked like an undergarment on my 
face, so I would have to keep searching 
for my new accessory. 

It didn’t take long for me to figure out 


the uselessness of the mask. There are too 


many variables to consider, such as type 
of material, thread count, quality control, 
layers, and not to mention expert 
guidance changing with the wind. Those 
experts tried to educate the general public 
on the particulars of different mask 
grades and virus particle size, however 
the information would later be reduced to 
“just wear any cloth covering.” With no 
standards and regulations for mask 
producers and waning confidence in the 
experts, how effective are masks, really? 

After doing my own research, I learned 
that masks are at most three percent 


effective. If that is the case, then why was 


I still wearing the mask? I actually never 
feared getting COVID, as I consider 
myself healthy and resilient; I recovered 
from the flu, after all, in years past. 
Social pressure paired with my tendency

indoors, outdoors, in our schools, in 
restaurants — that wearing masks saves 
lives. But only 1.32 percent more lives 
than not wearing masks. 

Incredulous! 

All this for a 1.32 percent difference? 
And to think that we now know that 
wearing a mask for prolonged periods of 
time is actually harmful — bacteria 
growth, skin infections, decreased 
oxygen levels, social dysfunction and 
more. 

The study states: “Daily case and death 
growth rates before implementation of 
mask mandates were not statistically 
different from the reference period.”

to be a rule follower was a solid reason to 
continue wearing a mask. Honestly, I was 
more afraid of being yelled at in the 
grocery store or humiliating my family 
because we got kicked out of a store than 
I was afraid of contributing to the death 
ticker. I’d rather be miserable, feeling 
oxygen-deprived with fogged up glasses. 
Studies have actually shown that a mask 
decreases blood oxygen levels the longer 
you wear it. 

I do have empathy for families who 
have lost loved ones due to COVID-19, 
the flu, or any other virus. I’m deeply 
saddened by the drastic measures that our 
lovely state and country have taken to 
control a virus that has a 99.997% 
recovery rate, which is actually better 
than the flu statistics. I am concerned 
about the long-term psychological impact 
on children wearing masks as they live in 
constant fear of getting the virus or 
infecting someone. 

Unfortunately, one year later from the 
first confirmed COVID death in Georgia, 
we learned that masks didn’t help flatten 
the curve. Years from now, when the 
studies have concluded and the data have 
been analyzed, our state and country will 
need to reflect on whether the COVID-19 
virus elicited an appropriate response. 

Today, I choose not to wear a mask and 
not to fear social pressure and 
confrontation. When I go grocery 
shopping, I make fast friends with my 
fellow non-mask-wearing shoppers. I 
frequent the stores, worship centers and 
restaurants that support smiling faces in 
their establishments. I avoid the stores 
that have strict mask-wearing policies 
(you know who they are). It is tough 
sometimes feeling alone without a mask. 
However, I believe there are more people 
out there who are also ready to take off 
the mask. Aren’t you? 


But, in the study’s summary, the CDC 
still concludes — with a straight face: 
“Mandating masks was associated with a 
decrease in daily COVID-19 case and 
death growth rates ...” 

A decrease alright ... of 1.32 percent. 

If I hadn’t read it myself, I would not 


believe it either. Have a look for yourself.

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The Most Dangerous Bill 
in America 
And why Georgia’s HB597 SAPA must be enacted

Did you know there is a bill that passed 
March 11 in the U.S. House of 
Representatives that will turn you into a 
felon — with criminal penalties looming 
— for the simple act of giving your son 
or daughter a gun as a birthday gift? 

That’s right. HR8, if passed this year, 
will require background checks on all 
firearm transfers — that’s any change of 
ownership — including those between 
private parties. That includes gifts to 
friends or family members. That means 
any gun transfer — again, that’s a sale or 
a gift — will be legal only for someone 
who has the ability to perform a 
background check on the prospective 
new owner. Any other transfer will be 
illegal, a felony, with criminal penalties. 

Do you have the ability to perform a 
background check? Do you know how? I 
sure don’t. But shouldn’t I have the right 
to give my friend or my family member a 
firearm as a gift? 

To me, this feels like an encroachment 
on my personal rights. Maybe I want to 
buy a firearm for a gift. Maybe I don’t. 
But either way, should the government 
decide that for me? 

Or is this part of something more? I 
know some Americans want to disarm 
everyone, including law-abiding citizens, 
thinking it will stop all gun violence. OK. 
But will that stop criminals who already 
get their guns illegally? I mean, after all, 
they’re criminals. A new law isn’t likely 
going to awaken their consciences and 
convict their souls to repentance. Won’t 


$$ it just empower them, knowing that no 


one else can defend themselves? Some 
states have actually seen dramatic drops 
in violent crime after enacting concealed 
carry laws. Something to consider. 

In my state of Georgia, we are lucky 
enough to have a few good Congressmen 
and women who are not waiting around 
to see what happens on the federal front. 
Georgia Representatives Philip Singleton 
(71st district), Will Wade (9th district) 
and Sheri Gilligan (24th district) have 
sponsored HB597, the Second 
Amendment Preservation Act (SAPA).

SAPA, if enacted, will nullify federal 
gun-control laws by requiring state law- 
enforcement officials to enforce only 
state firearm laws. It will also will give 
Georgia gun owners the right to civilly 
sue any Official who tries to take away 
their gun rights. SAPA protects the 
Second Amendment rights of all 
Georgians regardless of any federal law 
or executive order. If enacted, Georgia 
will basically become a Second 
Amendment sanctuary state. 

I think HB597/SAPA would be good 
for my family. And that’s important to 
me. What do you think? Maybe you

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Federal Gun Legislation 


Affects You

’m concerned about the federal 
government legislating away the 
rights of law-abiding citizens to 
protect their families and their 
property by purchasing and owning a 
firearm. So I looked into some of the 
proposals making their way around 


~ Washington D.C. You might be 


interested in what I found. 

HR 1446 — The Enhanced 
Background Checks Act of 2021 revises 
background check requirements. All 
licensed gun dealers must complete a 
background check on you before handing 
over the firearm you just bought from 
them. It’s the law of the land. 

Normally, a background check result 
comes through within minutes, while you 
wait at the store. But sometimes there 
may be a delay — slow system, 
clarification on your background, or 
someone else with the same name. 

So the current law says — to protect 
your Constitutional right as a law- 
abiding citizen — that if your request is 
slow in coming but is not denied, then 


- within 3 days the dealer may transfer the 


t 


firearm to you anyway. This prevents the 
government from effectively banning 
guns by delaying your background check 
result and ensures your Second . 
Amendment right. 

The new bill increases the amount of 
wait time to a minimum of 10 business 
days. It could take longer. Why is that, I 
wonder? If there is a problem with my 
background, it shouldn’t take 10 or more 
days to discover that, especially when 
most background checks take only 
minutes. Why should a legal purchase by 
a legal citizen be delayed for so long? I 
fear the answer is in the last sentence of 
the previous paragraph.

While 
mayhem ensued unrestrained causing 
property damage and deaths, some local 
governments shut down gun stores and 
made it illegal even to borrow or lend a 
firearm, even to a family member or 
friend in need.

This means the federal government will 
know the identity of every gun owner, 
the exact gun or guns every gun owner 
owns [make, model, caliber, serial 
number], and exactly where that gun is 
located. Hmm. Nothing could ever go 
wrong with that scenario, right? 

Ask yourself, does the federal 
government have the right to maintain 
this amount of detailed information on 
what is an American citizen’s 
Constitutional right?
